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DENMARK 1989: 

13 th of april, the police ar¬ 
rests seven persons in connection 
with "Cafg Liberation” and accus¬ 
es them of gross bankrobberies 
and kidnapping of a bank-manager. 
According to the police, a part 
of the million loot from the 
robberies, which have been com¬ 
mitted over the eighties, should 
have been donated to the Palesti¬ 
nian organisation PFLP. With that 
the police claims that there is a 
pretty good background for accus¬ 
ing the arrestants of violating 
section 114 in the Danish penal 
code, the so-called terror-secti¬ 
on. The judge declines this at 
the preliminary examination as he 
puts five of the arrestant under 
custody. Two gets relaesed, but 
the police maintains the charges 



against them. One of them, a Dan¬ 
ish citizen of Palestinian origin, 
disappears quickly out of the 
country. The police demands clo¬ 
sed doors in the court - right 
from the beginning - in consider¬ 
ation of the research. But at the 
Police Intelligence Service head- 
quaters the doors are pretty much 
ajar. The following days the 
press is flooded by anonymous po¬ 
lice-sources, who informs that 
the suspects have been on a trai¬ 
ning course in the Middle east 
and that they are connected to 
the Danish Socialist Liberation 
Army, which the police suspected 
to be behind a serie of fires in 
Arhus in the beginning of the 
eighties. 




















Some of the suspects are being 
alleged of carrying the same set 
of keys and there are ponder over 
that the keys should be used in a 
terrorists nest. 

In the following days the soli¬ 
darity organisations try to coun¬ 
teract the smear campaign carried 
out by the police, where PFLP is 
exposed to the public as a terror 
organisation. The police thre ats 

about using section 114 is lively 
debated in the press. The solida¬ 
rity organisations declares that 
the police is trying to crimina¬ 
lize the support activities for 
the third world.But in the end of 
april the case is settling down, 
untill a car crash suddenly adds 
new perspectives. 


AN APARTMENT BRISTLING WITH 
WEAPONS . _1__ 

The second of may, Denmark gets 
a chock. The case have uptill now 
been a nearly banal crime novel, 
seasoned with political overtones 
by the polices gossip to sensaf * 
tionstarving newspapers. But then 
Carsten Nielsen has a crash in 
Birkerod. He is known by many in 
the solidarity environment both 
in Arhus and Copenhagen. In the 
car the police finds a large 
amount of money, which they con¬ 
nect with the postrobbery in 
"Kobmagergade" last year, one set 
of keys and the adress: "Blekinge 
gade 2". 

As the police examines the 
apartment they find the largest 
illegal weapon stock ever found 
in Denmark and even more compro¬ 
mising material again§t . the_five 
allready in custody plus an addi¬ 
tional four persons. These four 
gets arrested. One of them is a 
woman, who was among the two who 
got released after the first ar¬ 
rest. She is now being arrested 
again and put in custody. Carsten 
Nielsen is in the hospital with 
serious damages after the car- 
crash, among other things his eye 
sight is ruined. He is put in 
custody in absentia. 

After that the press goes be- 
serk. The environmental surround¬ 
ings of the suspects is being 
trenched, and the organisation 
"Communist Working Group" (CVG) 
turns up as a "secretly suspect 
group" which is behind the rob¬ 
beries; killing a police-officer, 
kidnapping and connections to the 
Middle east. 

Communist Working group (CVG) 
is a offshot of a maoist sixties 
group “Communist Worker Sphere". 
This organisation was dissolved 
in 1978 and CVG was formed. 

The political characteristics of 
the group is the so-called "para¬ 
site state theory": it indicates 
that the workers in the imperial¬ 
istic countries are bribed by the 

capital - through higher living 
standards, consumer goods. There¬ 
fore it is impossible* to assume 
that the working class will fight 


against the imperialistic rulers , 
and their exploitation of the 
third world, because the western 
standards of living is based on 
this (sur-plus-profit) exploita¬ 
tion of the dependent countries 
in the third world. The most im¬ 
portant element in the anti-im¬ 
perialistic struggle therefore 
has to be a direct materialistic 
support to the liberation move¬ 
ments in the third world. 


CWS/CWG was in this way support¬ 
ing the guerilla of the Zanu 
party in Zimbabue, PFLO in Oman 
and SWAPO in Namibia plus the, 
Palestinian struggle. Mostly with 
money. 

As CWS and later CWG from the 
standpoint "the corruptness of 
the working class through parti¬ 
cipation in the surplus-profits" 
believe that the liberated areas 
in the third world will encircle 
the imperialistic centres, the 
groups were not active in Denmark 
(their few political activities 
in relation to Western events 
sometimes seemed grotesque: in 
this they supported the enroll¬ 
ment of Denmark in the EEC in th^ 
beginning of the seventies). 

Despite the fact that CWS and 
later CWG during the whole period 
of time issued a number of books, 
magazines and booklets - also 
shortly before the jailing of 
their leading activists - the 
group remained without any con¬ 
tact with the leftving. 

The police has in the late 
spring released 2 comrades,and 
imprisoned 3 other during t^e I 
summer. Today there is a total ofl 
11 comrades in jail from the CWG- ! 
group, charged of robbery, poll- I 
cemurder, illegal possesion of 
arms plus association with "ter¬ 
rorist foreign" organisations. 

The first arrests indicates 
that the Israeli foreign intelli¬ 
gence service, MOSSAD is heavily 
involved in this affair. 

Why was a charged Palestinian 
permitted to travel out of the 
country? 

A highly placed PLO-source told 
the Danish television newscast, 
that the Palestinian is a former 
member of the PFLP, but now is 
thrown out and could be a MOS¬ 
SAD agent.

Unfortunately the background for 
the actual conduct of PIS against 
parts of the leftving today Is of 
a more serious nature. It aims at 
an attack against - and crimina- 
lisation of - non-institutionali- 
zed activities. We have to strug¬ 
gle united to prevent the inten- 
sional disruptions inside the 
leftwing, and to prevent that the 
activists of the leftwing are 
isolated from those parts of the 
population, that untill now in 
different ways sympatise with/ 
identify with the affected 
leftwing activities. 


THE INCREASING POLITICAL INDEPEN¬ 
DENCE OF THE POLICEMACHINERY (in¬ 
cluding PIS) 

The multiannual and latent in- 
frigement of the police and PIS 
against leftwing activities is 
according to us mainly because of 
two reasons: 

1. To criminalize any political 
activity, which is not orientated 
to the parliament, in other words 
any tendency to revolutionary ac¬ 
tivi ties . 

2. To extend the political rights 
of the police as a joint in a 
goal-directed development towards 
a common Westerneuropean police- 
machinery with homogenous and 
coordinated procedure. 

To the rulers it is a matter of 
developing a common revoltfight¬ 
ing-praxis against rebellions, 
revolutions and other disturbance 
of that law and order, that gua¬ 
rantee the smooth functioning 
profitsystem of the multination- 3 
als. f 

The increased repression against 
leftwing activities and labour * 
activities shall be observed in 
'this coherence. 

The criminalisation campaign of 
the police, PIS, the justicema- 
chinery and the media against the 
jailed/suspected comrades from 
Caf£ Liberation/CWG, who by the 
way was convicted long ago with¬ 
out pettyminded concern about the 
administration of justice', is 
just one of the examples of the 
infringement against leftwing- 
activists there is going on at 
the moment. They have among ot¬ 
hers been turned against: 
striking dockworkers, anti-apart¬ 
heid activists, squatters, Chris- 
tianites, the Westgermany comitee 
and different autonomous connex¬ 
ions, Palestinian activists, 
their freinds and the PLO office 
in Denmark. 

Independent of circulating po¬ 
litical disagreements about each- 
others political strategics and 
praxis, a active common solida¬ 
rity against the infringements of 
the state is a necessary condi¬ 
tion for all other kinds of com¬ 
mon activities. 

The .necessary mobilisation of 
solidarity against the infringe¬ 
ments of the state shall not be 
reduced to cosmetic corrections 
just to contribute to a stabili- 
sation of the imperialist "demo- 
I cracy" the way that reformist 
! parties do. The purpose must be 



to strengthen the consciousness 
about the built-in repression- 
machinery of the profitsystem. 
Only that way do we reverse the 
battle against repression (a de¬ 
fensive battle) to a mobilizing 
and progressive activitv. ■ 



PIS AND THE "LIBERATIONAFFAIR* 
There are incredibly many un¬ 
scrupulous and consciously dis¬ 
torted sensational stories writ¬ 
ten which have stamped the atti¬ 
tude of the population asvell as 
the leftwing concerning the case 
about the jailed comrades from 
Cafe Liberation/CWG. This has 
among other things lead to a 
familisation" among some parts 
of the leftwing in their common 
eagerness to ban terrorism, what¬ 
ever this diffuse and hackneyeyed 
concept means. 

To us this case is primarily, a 
sober illustration of the actual 
possibilities which the police 
and press of the system disposes 
of to criminalize anybody, any¬ 
where and anytime. 

The comrades from Cafe L./CWG 
have been accused of many things 
without having any actual possi¬ 
bility to answer back. Their at¬ 
torneys are more or less senten¬ 
ced to silence, and are action- 
paralysed . 


The comrades have now been iso¬ 
lated during almost 6 months and 
have been exposed to permanent 
pressure and malice. Carsten 
Nielsen, who has gone blind af¬ 
ter the carcrash, is denied the * 
almost elementary needs of phy¬ 
sical and psucological survival 
as: daily visite, continous hos¬ 
pital stay, the right to refuse 
examination and untill August he 
was refused the right to recieve 
tapes. 

The aquirement of the so-called 
evidence in the case has taken 















place in a highly peculiar way 
and ia showing striking resem¬ 
blance to mafia and gangster me-- 
thods. We think that tii±«* should 
be the theme for an investigation 
comitee established by different 
solidarity committees. 

A political, strategical valu¬ 
ation of th activities of the 
CWG/Caf£ L. is for the time ’not 
relevant to us, as we do nob 
know what is actual and what is 
not. Should it however be ttjue, 
that a bank or two has been lif¬ 
ted for some money, which have 
gone to the anti-imperialistic 
liberation struggle, we won»t be 
rather sad about i,t 1 - 

The higher goal for PIS and 
MOSSAD is to develope a massive 
smear-campaign against the 
rightfull struggle of the Pale¬ 
stinians for their identity ijnd 
for an indendent and free Pale¬ 
stine. The miscredit of the PLO- 
office in Copenhagen, the Pale¬ 
stinians and their friends otT 
the leftwing is a joint in an 


offensive by extreme rightwing 
forces in Denmark - triggered by 
the activities of PIS and MOSSAD

After a period of bigger and minor resistance activities and protest actions, different 
reformist forces managed to turn the sporadic and not coherent activities of the squat¬ 
ters into a reform project: The plan was to change the former squatted houses into a 
meeting- and activity centre for the local inhabitants of the district. It was a social 
reform-project, which should compensate for the general social and economical cuts, that 
at the same time rains down on the people in the district. A project, that objectively 
seen should conceal the real policy of reduction, which had been lead by the socialdemo- 
cratic city-management, and even should be realized at the expense of the squatters foc= 
mer resistance project. 

Instead of developing discussions for an autonomous basis-resistance, parts of the 
squatting movement took part in a peace- and commonact agreement with the districts 
socially and economically indigent socialworker-institutions and municipial reform- 
projects. The aim of this was to get a municipial majority in the town hall for estab¬ 
lishing the former mentioned activity centre. A lot of "help" was also given from the 
institutionalized leftwing parties and from progressive personalities. It was clear that 
they canalized the ’’unpredictable resistance" of the squatters into institutionalized 
lines. 



When this project was refused by a political majority in Copenhagen the formalized 
co-operation between the squatters and representatives of the municipial social reform 
projects in the district stopped. At this time the houses as resistance places were 
lost under all circumstances, and the squatting movement had drifted apart in different 
directions. ( Some had bought a villa together, "Ungdomshuset" functions mostly as an 
ordinary music place, the former squatted house in Baldersgade is buying itself 
from the owner, etc.) 





















Today only exsists one (1) squatted house in Copenhagen: the house in Viborggade. It 
has been squatted for 5 years, and in the spring 90 quite new people moved in. Now 
this house is threatend by clearing,after the "Arbejdemes Andelsboligselskab" ( a. 
socialdemocratic completely capitalized firm ) has received building license for the 
site of the squatted house. 

Activities have started to prevent a clearing. If they will succeed in this depends on 
whether the squatters are able to create a wide support in the district and among the 
different activist mileus. Beyond diverse benevolent clasps from leftwing people, who 
try to canalize the project into ’’normal lines" 

A demo is planned for the 7.9. - this might be the start of such a solidarity campaign.

-IN COPENHAGEN:- 

SOLIDARITY WITH THE HUNGERSTRIKING PRISONERS FROM GRAPO/PCE(R) IN SPAIN! 


In Denmark different activities have taken place to mark solidarity with the hunger- 
striking prisoners from Grapo/Pce(r) in Spain. Some of them were : 

- The biggest leftwing daily newspaper "Land og Folk" (owned by the Danish Communist 
Party) published in June a larger article written by autonomous activists concerning 
the hungerstrike in Spain ( background, actual situation of the prisoners, develop¬ 
ment of repression in Western Europe and project EEC 92, perspectives of solidarity 
activities, etp.). 

- In June was held a big, international cenference in Copenhagen concerning "human 
rights" (CSCE-conference). This was a big propaganda show of Western politicians 
discussing human rights in Eastern Ebrope and the USSR. But autonomous activists from 
Infoshop ZAPATA used the opportunity to focus on the hungerstrike in Spain by making 
afmanifestation in front of the Spanish embassy in Copenhagen (see photo), and by 
distributing pamphlets about the hungetstrike to the audience on the Conference 
(which, by the way, resulted in brutal arrest of the activists!).

During several weeks in June/July a large blockade was established against the cruise- 
liner "Black Prince", because it had hired Philipin sailors to work on conditions, that .• * v 
can only be characterized as pure slavery. v > 

The blockade took place at the harbour where the ship tried to enter. It involved 
activists from different unions, leftwing parties and autonomous or squatting mileus. 

The slave ship was protected by the police, which often arrested and/or beat up blockade 
activists. 

The result of this was at first that "FRED OLSEN lines" temporarily stopped , 

"Black Prince" from sailing , allegedly because of "violence on the dock" ! 

But they later stopped it for good and "Black Prince" is now sailing between 
Norway and England!

Since Christiania was spuattet in 1971 it has often been the 
object of 'demolition threatnings, police raids and other ha- 
'rassments from the authorities. These attacks has basically 
been met by joint resistance from the inhabitants and sympa¬ 
thisers of Christiania. 

Still, the authorities are now trying to realise a socalled 
"law about normalisation of Christiania". The law among 
other things implies that a part of the habitation area will 
be demolished and expanded to "recreative areas", also that 
all of the selfmade houses and other buildings will be sub¬ 
dued to the official standards. The "normalisation" ofcourse 
also includes a total stop for hashsmoking and -dealing, and 
legalizing of all the pubs, workshops and factories. 

Untill now these efforts mostly has effected the pubs and 
musicplaces. A legalisation of the pubs and musicplaces means 
that they „have to apply for a licence and to.fullfil the of¬ 
ficial restrictions. During the last year the police have 
quite often been coming to Christianias pubs in order to close 
them down,"and have smashed up the places and confiscated 
furniture, money, beer etc. 

Christiania has not yet reached a common attitude or strategy 
for countering the attempts to "normalise" it. Some of the 
pubs have consented to apply for individual licences, in the 
hope of this stopping the recurrent sabotage f^om the police. 
But the licences have resulted in the police now appearing in 
order to check out if the restrictions are kept. A dog, a 
hashsmoking- or sleeping person results in the pub being clo¬ 
sed down, or that the "responsible persons" will recieve a 
fine. And still the police keep on harassing the pubs, which 

haven't applied for a licence. 

At the same time as the attempts to "normalise" are increa¬ 
sing, this summer there have been 9 arsons. Last time the 
object was the building where gas cylinders are kept. All 
the fires have been stopped in time.

Also in Denmark the leftwing is in a deep identity crisis. The reasons for this are 
many and complex. (This we have already dealt with in our "Autonomi Newsletter" nr. 
4/89 in the common interview with different autonomous groups in Western Europe). 

The result of the crisis is a disastrous absence of any kind of organized and politi 
cal alternative and multitudinous resistance against the EEC/Nato imperialist's 
general offensive against lager parts of the population in Western Europe. 

In Denmark the leftwing is on the whole reduced to the party machines with their 
own party and organisation life WITHOUT remarkable out-turned activities. 

Right now it seems that a majority of the shrunken leftwing parties concentrate on 
establishing a common "red-green" list, which aims at (re-)obtaining representation 
in the bourgois parliament! For what? We really can't see it would be of any use! 

If "the list should suceed in getting more than 2% (which is the vote limit for ob¬ 
taining representation), the result would be an even more legalizing, radical-demo¬ 
cratic reform specimen, without basis activities and without any strenght. 

As autonomous we think that the only possibility T to shake the locked strenght rela¬ 
tions is to develop a multitudinous and collective resistance with a clear interna¬ 
tional aim. A Western European resistance with basis in the terrain where we live 
and fight. Beyond juridical, geographic and patriarchal limitations! No pasaran!
